Kingdom,. by 
promoting the Peace, Safety, and Wealth of it, I 
take to be fo very plain, as not fo ſtand in need of

That whatever has yet been done toward the ac- 
compliſhing of this Work, has not proved effectual, 
is manifeſt from the vaſt number of Papiſts that are 
every where to be ſeen throughout the whole King- 


Te no ſincere Proteſtant, but will rea- 


dom. Some few indeed of them, have of late Years, 


come over to the Proteſtant-Religion: But as to the 
main body of them, if things continue in the ſame 
manner that hitherto they have done, there ſeems to 
be very, little hope of theit Cõnverſion. 

On the contrary, while we too much depend upon 
the goodneſs of our Cauſe, and the. evidence of Truth, 
which is moſt manifeſtly on our ſide; The. Emiſſaries 
of the Church of Rome, by their Art and Induſtry in 
making Proſelytes, are more likely to gain over ſome 
of our People to themſelyes, than we to. bring. many 
of theirs. to the Profeſſion of our Religion, in Which, 


As matters at preſent ſtand, it is next to impoſſible, 


that they ſhould be Inſtructed.

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That which, I believe, diſcourages many from 512 


goroully attempting the Converſion of the Papiſts of 
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4 Laws for the Clergy's Reſidence, 
this Kingdom, is not the 1 the thing 
in caſe proper methods are taken to effect it; But the 
iiiltttle hope which they have of ſeeing any great Pro- 
| greſs made in it during their own. life : To which I 
need return no other anſwer but this, That if the 
work be really good, Our endeavougs honeſtly to ef- 
fect it, will not be the leſs acceptable to God, becauſe 
we cannot hope to ſee the ſucceſs of them in our own 
days. Nor is it our duty to make proviſion for our 
ſelves alone, but as far as in us lyes, for our lateſt 
Poſterity alſo 3 That Peace and true Religion may 
* flouriſh among them, and that they may ever be deli- 
i vered from all the evils which from time to time muſt 
manifeſtly attend them, and one time or other may pro- | 
bably overwhelm and ruin them, if we do. not take 
care, While we have it in our power, to concert and 
put in practice proper methods, for the diſpelling and 
utterly abolithing thoſe Errors of Popery, which in 
their nature are deſtructive of eternal Salvation, and as 
long as they continue to prevail as they now do, muſt 
always be of moſt dangerous conſequence with reſpect 
to the temporal welfare and proſperity of thoſe who! 
profeſs any other Religion, which J believe, we hope 
and heartily wiſh all who ſpring from us may for- 
ever do. CCC 
No Man certainly ought to profeſs what he does 
rot believe: Nor is it to be expected that ſuch an 
Hypocritical profeſſion can ever have any good influ- 
ence upon the life and actions of any Man; but alto- 
gether the contrary. No Man can really believe what 
he does not judge to be true; nor can any Man form 
a right Judgment of the truth of a thing, until he has} 
a ſufficient notion of tt, and of the ground whereon it} 
relys; Which notion is not to be had without In 
ſtruction, Except where God is pleaſed to implant it 
by immediate Revelation, which in this caſe I ſuppoſe, 
we do not expect. If therefore we would have the 
Papiſts of this Kingdom and their Poſterity to beco 
(not Hypocrites, but) Sincere Proteſtants, every one 
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us who has this defire, ought to ſhew it, by contri- - 
buting whatever in his Station is reaſonable, that pro- 
per means of Inſtruction in the Proteſtant Religion 
may be provided for all ſuch as are, or ſhall be willing 
to receive the ſame. For (I pray let us take notice) 
Where. ever the Glory of God and the good of Mankind 
are to be promoted“ If in order thereunto, we ſay that 
e Deſire that ſuch or ſuch a thing ſhould be done, 
< and yet are not willing and ready on our part to 
„ contribute whatever is reaſonably within our pow- 
« er toward the doing of it, we do but diſſemble 
„ with God, and are juſtly chargeable with the Sin 
of groſs Hypocriſie. | | 
Io things there are which very much incline-us 
'to give heed and attention unto him that. offers us 
Inſtruction : Firſt if we believe him really to be an honeſt 
and conſcientious Man, and ſecondly, if we are con- 
vinced that he loves us and bears us good will. Theſe 
two qualifications which ſo univerſally and eminently 
appeared in the Life and Actions of the firſt preachers 
and Profeflors of Chriſtianity, made multitudes of the 
Heathen World inquiſitive after the principles which, 
they ſaw, every day produced ſuch excellent and diſin- 
tereſted practice. Nor would the truth of the Goſ- 
pel have been ſo much regarded by them, if the great. 
and univerfal piety and charity of the firſt Chriſtians 
had not made them much more attentive thereunto, 
than in all likelyhood they otherwiſe would have been. 
Let us then who are Proteſtants, and more eſpecially 
we who are of the Clergy, take care in all things to 
live up to the Rules of our Profeſſion: Let it appear 
by the whole courſe of our lives that the only exd 
which we propoſe to our ſelves, is that God may be 
'glorified in the eternal Salvation of our ſelves, and as 
many others as poſſibly we can; and that we deſire 
not the honours, preferments, or wealth of this world 
any farther than as they may be inſtruments in our 
hands to promote this ſame good end by us propoſed : 
Let piety, humility, + By temperance, charity, and

every Chriſtian-Vertue ſhine out in all our Actions: 
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And in a particular manner, Let us ſhew all the love, 


tenderneſs, and compaſſion we can toward the Perſons 
even of thoſe whoſe principles we cannot but deteſt 
and abhor : Let this, I ſay, be the general behaviour' 


of all Proteſtants, and more eſpecially of us of the 


Clergy, whoſe buſineſs it is to teach theſe very duties 
to others; and beſide the bleſſing of God which we 
may expect upon our endeavours, Even the natural 
tendency of this behaviour will go, a very great way, 

toward bringing others to be of the ſame Ferſwaſion 


and Religion with our ſelves. 


But ſuppoſing this example both of our Laity and 


Clergy to be in all reſpects as good as it ought to be; 
Yet if the generality of the Papiſts have not the op- 
portunity of obſerving and taking notice of it, we can- 
not expect that it ſhould have any influence upon them: 


And whatever inſtructions either by word of mouth, 
or writing, are prepared for them, if they cannot in 


a proper way be propoſed to their beſt conſideration, 


it is not to be imagined that they can thereby receive 


any manner of benefit. In order therefore to the 


compaſſing of the good deſign which we propoſe of 


bringing over the Papiſts to the Proteſtant-Religion, 


ſome effectual courſe ought to be taken that a reaſonable 


number of honeſt and ſober Proteſtants may be enabled 


and encouraged to plant and fix themſelves in thoſe. 


parts of the Kingdom which at preſent are altogether, 
or almoſt inhabited by Papiſts; That for the better 
Inſtruction of the one as well the other, the Prote- 
{tant Clergy ſhould be enabled, As they are by Law 
obliged, to reſide upon their reſpeftive Cures ; that 
Churches ſhould be repaired, and Schools erected and 
ſupported where-ever they are wanted, forthe Educati- 
on and Inſtruction of Children of all forts. If all theſe 


things were done as they ought to be, If ſober, pru- 


dent and virtuous Froteftarits, were every where mix- 


cd with and among the Papiſts, and endeivoured to 


maintain an honeſt peaceable and friendly intercourſe 
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0 And Proteſtant Schools. RL: 
with them; If learned and truly pious Clergy-Men 


in a ſufficient number were placed in all the Cures of 


the Kingdom, and by a competent maintainance ena- 
bled not only to live aboye contempt, but alſo to ex- 
erciſe acts of Kindneſs and Charity to ſuch as. ſhould 
be in poverty and diſtreſs; If Churches were every 
where built within a convenient diſtance, to which the 
People of each Diſtri& or Pariſh might conſtantly and 
conveniently repair for the publick Worſhip of God, 
and all due Inftruftion both by. Preaching and Cate- 
chizing ; And if one or more Schools in each Pariſh 
(according to the bigneſs of it) were provided and put 
under the care of ſome well qualified Man or Woman, 


3 where the Children of the poor for nothing, and of 


others for payment, might be taught the firſt Ele- 
ments both of Learning and Religion, together with 
a modeſt and decent behaviour ; If all theſe things, 
I ſay, were thus ſettled and eſtabliſhed through- 
out the Kingdom; I cannot but thigk that, through 
the bleſſing of God, it would go a great way, in a ge- 
neration or two, to make it all Proteſtant. | 

It may reaſonably. be expected that Proteſtant Land- 
Lords and Head-Tenants whom God has bleſt with 
Ja competent fortune, ſhould be at ſome expence in en- 
deavouring to bring Tenants and under-tenants of their 
own Religion to. ſettle themſelves and Families upon 
their Eſtates and Farms: And if this may ſeem to be 
ſome ſmall loſs to them for the preſent ; Beſide that 
they who are able, ought willingly to bear it, in ſo 
good a Cauſe, and for the benefit of the publick ; It 
is manifeſt that in a little time, it would turn to ve- 
y good account either to themſelves-or their Poſte- 
ity. But whatever number of Proteſtants may thus 
Wt any time be planted here and there in the Country; 
If due care be not taken to keep up the worſhip of 
0d, and a ſerious ſenſe of Religion among them, the 

conſequence in a little time muſt be, that they or their 
roſterity will fall into groſs Ignorance, and from thence

Our Eccleſiaſtical-Laws, As they now ſtand in force, 
lay as ſtrict an obligation, and under as ſevere a 8 
as need be, even that of Deprivation upon all Clergy- 

Mien to reſide upon their reſpective Cures, and there to 
perform their duty : Or if ſtricter Laws for this pur- 
poſe are yet thought to be wanting, no honeſt and 
conſcientious Clergy-Man will in the leaſt oppoſe their 
being made and enacted. But to what purpoſe can it 
be to contrive new Laws in this or any other caſe, as 
long as the doing what they require is not only dif- 
gcult, but (morally ſpeaking) impoſſible >» 
In three parts of four of this Kingdom, the Pa- 
rochical-Clergy either have no Glebe at all (Which is 
the caſe of very many) or ſo ſmall a ſpot, and often 
ſo inconveniently Situated, as to make it impoſſible 
for them in the ſenſe of the law at all to reſide, or at 
leaſt with any comfort or tolerable convenience: Nor 
can they (Except it be very ſeldom indeed) get a ſmall 
Farm, with a houſe, to ſit down upon, and if they en- 
gage in a large one, it muſt either make them neglect 
the buſineſs of their function, or perhaps ruin them 
for want of due care or underſtanding in ſuch ſort of 
buſineſs. Or if ſometimes a Clergy-Man happens to 
get a convenient farm and to thrive upon it (Which 
is not often) yet when he dyes or quits the Pariſh, 
his Succeſſor is as much as ever at a loſs for a place 
to dwell in. And thus it comes to paſs that in almoſt 
all the Pariſhes of which I am now ſpeaking, the Mini- 
ſter is forced (ſometimes at great expence) to take a 
Houſe or a Lodging at ſo great a diſtance from his 
Church and People; as not to be able to converſe a- 
mongſt his Pariſhioners, or almoſt to ſee them, except 
it be once a week upon the Lord's-Day, that he comes 
four or five miles, and oitentimes more, to the per- 
formance of Divine-Service. Add to this that in very 
o "> ge 


many places, and particularly thoſe where the Rect. 
ories, and ſometimes the intire Pariſhes are impropriate 
or appropriate, ſeven, eight, or more Vicarages or Cu- 


racies put together, will very hardly give bread to one 


Vicaror Curate: And altho all the Impropriations 
that were forfeited by the Rebellion of 1641 and that 
of 1688, together with ſome few others as they came 


out of Leaſe, have, by the piety of the Crown, been gi- 


ven to the Parochial-Clergy, Yet there are ſo great a 


number of them ſtill remaining, as (together with the 
_ appropriations) in very many places to leave but a 


miſerable poor pittance for him who ſerves the Cure. 


In order to enable the Parochial-Clergy to reſide 
upon their reſpective Benefices, and thereby the bet- 


ter to take care of the ſouls committed to their charge, 


Power is given to all Perſons and Bodies politick 
and corporate, which are ſeized of any Appropriations 
of Tithes, Glebe-lands or Rights heretofore Eccleſiaſtical, 


to reſtore the ſame for the uſe of ſuch Miniſter 3 8 


ſhall ſerve the Cure in the reſpective Pariſh ; As is at 
large expreſſed in an Act paſſed 10: and 11: Car: 1: 
ſeſſ: 4: Cap: 2. Entitled, An AF to enable reſtitution of 


Inpropriat ions, and Tithes, and other Rights Eccleſiaſti- 


cal to the Clergy, Ec. N 
The makers of this law, I ſuppoſe, conſidered that 


when an endowment is once made to ſupport the ne- 
ceſſary Service of God, It ought not, upon any politi- 


cal or worldly conſiderations, to be aliened or taken a- 


way, without reſerving and leaving at leaſt ſo much 
as may ſtill be ſufficient to anſwer the good deſign of 
the Donor. That when Tithes and Glebe-lands were 


given to the Clergy, it was for this end alone that 


they might the better be enabled to attend the perfor- 
mance of all Divine Offices, and to relieve the Poor 


Both which things are always to be looked upon as a 


neceſſary Service which God requires to be performed 
in his Church, That in the days of Popery and Igno- 
rance, the impoveriſhing of the Parochial-Clergy, by 
taking away great part of the Tithes and Glebe-lands 
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10 8Þ Laws for ibe Cergꝰs Reſidencs; 


from them, to enrich the Monaſteries, was a great a- 
buſe, and a perverting of the original deſign of the 
Donors. That when the Monaſteries were diſſolved, 
and the Revenues of them veſted in the Crown, Care 
ought to have been taken that the Tithes and Glebe- 
lands, or ſo much of them, at leaſt, as might make 


good the pious deſign of the firſt Donors, ſhould have 
been reſtored to the Parochial-Clergy. And that there- 
fore ſince this in many places was not done, but 'the 


Cures left to be unſerved, Except the Vicar or Curate 


could live upon the Air, or by begging, there was ſome 
obligation in Conſcience lying upon thoſe to whom 
theſe Tithes and Glebe-lands were granted away, to 
make ſome reaſonable Proviſion for the ſervice of the 
ſeveral Cures, for the ſupport of which theſe endow- 


ments were firſt given. All this, I ſuppoſe, the makers 
of this law conſidered, and that this is the reaſon. 
why, in the Title, the Act is ſaid to be (not for giving, 


or granting, but) for Reſtitution of Impropriations and 


other Rights Ecclefiaſtical. And in the body of the Act, 


the firſt word that is made uſe of for giving or 


granting theſe things to the Clergy, is to reftare ; all 
which ſeems to imply that, in their opinion, the 


Clergy who ſerve the Cures of Pariſhes have an ori- 


ginal right to a maintainance out of the Endowment 


that was given for that purpoſe, according to the 


known Rule of Juſtice and Equity, that Terra traxſit 


CUM onere. | 


In the fifteenth Year of the ſame Reign, another 


Act was paſſed (Cap : 11:) Entitled, An Act for endow- 
ing of Churches with Glebe- lands. In the Preamble of 
which it is ſet forth that AJ Beneficiaries with Cure, 


eſpecially Vicars are bound to perpetual Reſidence, and 


get through the War and confuſion of former times in this 
Kingdom, the ancient Glebes in many places are ſo obſcured 
that they cannot be found out, by which means the In- 
eumbents are neceſſitated to perpetual Non-refidence. For. 
which reaſon it is made Lawful for any devout Perſon, 


without licence of Mortmain, to endow Churches having 
| . ng 
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10 Glebes, or not above ten Acres of Glebe, with nen | 
Glebe : Provided the Glebe of any one Church ſo en- 


dowed, do not exceed forty Acres at the maſt. 


Altho' this Act is a very ſhort one; Vet from the 
expreſſions which are made uſe of in it, we may plain 
ly ſee what was the opinion of the law- makers touching 
this whole matter, and what the Conſiderations were

that induced them to paſs this Lac. | 
Firſt then, It is manifeſt that they were of opinion 
that no Parochial-Cure can be ſeryed as it ought to 


be, without the conſtant or perpetual reſidence. of a ſuf- 
ficient Clergy-Man upon the place. For which there- 


fore they intended to make ſome Provifion by this Act. 

' Secondly, it was their opinion that ſuch reſi- 
dence is not poſlible, Except ſome place be provided, 
and accordingly appropriated, for a Clergy-Man and 


his Sncceſſors from time to time, to fit down upon. 
Indeed they ſpeak in ſtronger terms, that for want of 


ſuch places, Incumbents are neceſſitated to perpetual non

refadence. . == 3 
Thirdly, They ſeem to have been of opinion that 
when Pariſhes were firſt founded and diſtinguiſhed 


throughout this Kingdom, Each Parochial-Church 


was endowed with a Portion of Glebe-land, thereby 


ta enable the Incumbent conſtantly to reſide upon his 


Cure. And therefore they do not in the leaſt inti- 


mate that ſuch Glebes had not originally been provi- 
ded, but only that through War and Confuppon they were 
i many places ſo obſcured, that they could not be found 


out. | | 
Fourthly, They ſeem to have been of opinion that 


where-ever the Ancient Glebe of a Church could be found 


out (As they expreſs it) ſo as that the preſent Poſſeſſor 
of it might be convinced that this very piece of Ground 
was formerly given for ſupporting the neceſſary Service 


of God, and never legally aliened, but only, through the 
War and Confuſion of former times, obſcured, in ſuch a 
manner as that proof ſtrictly legal, cannot now per- 
haps be made of its ever having been the Glebe of a 


Church; 
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Church; That in ſuch a caſe as this (I ſay). whoever 
ſhould be in poſſeſſion of it, ought to reſtore it tothe 
primitive uſe for which it was once given, and from 
which it ought not to have been any way aliened 
without making other ſufficient proviſion ' for the 
_ for which it was by the Donor intend- 

Laſtly, ſince in ſome places, theſe Glebes were 
ſo very much obſcared as that no trace or foot- 
ſtep of them could be found; and in other places, 
they who had gotten poſſeſſion of them, would not

it may be, part with them, as long as, for want 


of legal euidence, they could not be evicted by due | 
courſe of Law; It was plainly the opinion of thoſe 
who made this Act of Parliament that it would 
be a very good work, in thoſe ' whoſe fortunes were 
able to bear it, to endow Churches with new 
Glebes, that the Incumbents might be enabled to 


reſide within their Pariſhes, and the Service of God 


and the Intereſt of Religion, be thereby the better 
promote. W 


What effect theſe two Ads of Parliament might 5 


have had, if peace and quietneſs had continued, 


and King Charles the firſt (Who was very deſirous 


to have the Neceſſities of our Church ſupplied) 
had been ſuffered to live and Reign, is more than 
any Man can pretend to know.“ But ſoon after 
the paſſing the laſt of theſe Acts, it pleaſed God 
to puniſh the crying Sins of theſe Kingdoms by 
ſuffering them to be involved in bloed and con- 
fuſion, and the Eſtabliſhed Church to be depri- 
ved of all her legal Rights; ſo that it was im- 
poſſible for her to reap any benefit from theſe. 


or any other Laws that had been made in her 


favour, until, by the Reſtoration of King Charles the 
Second, our Eccleſiaſtical as well as Civil Conſtitution, 
was happily reſtored. e 
In the Aﬀs of Settlement and Explanation, which 
were paſſed in this Kingdom, in the beginning - the 
| | cign 
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Reign of King Charles the Second, very good Clauſes 


were inſerted for Glebes, to be provided for ſuch of 


the Parochial-Clergy as wanted them; and Houſes in 
like manner, for ſuch of them as were Incumbents 


of Churches within Cities and Towns Corporate. In 
purſuance hereof, ſomething to purpoſe indeed was 
done in ſome Cities and Towns Corporate: But not 
one Glebe, that I have heard of, provided for any of 


the Pariſhes in the Country. That ſuch Proviſion, 


where-ever it was wanting, ought throughout the 
whole Kingdom to have been made for the Reſidence 
of the Parochial-Clergy, appears, from the Clauſes 
themſelves, to have been the Judgment of thoſe who 


paſſed theſe Acts of Parliament. But why the Com- 


miſſioners for putting them in Execution, took no 
care to ſet out ſo much as one Glebe (As far as I can 


learn) in any Country-Pariſh, As by the latter of theſe 
Acts they were expreſsly required to do, would be 


to very little purpoſe, at this time to. enquire, or 
offer any Conjectures about it. 


Many Pariſhes in this Kingdom being of very ſmall, 


and ſome of too great Extent; Many being either 
wholly, or as to the Rectorial;part, Impropriate or 
Appropriate, ſo as to leave very little for the Vicar 
or Curate; Many, by the great ſtocks of Cattle that 
are brought into them, being almoſt deſolate of In- 
habitants ; And the Churches in many, being very 
inconveniently Situated: That a tolerable maintain- 


ance might every where be provided for a Reſident- 


Miniſter, and the People have the. Publick-Service of 
God at ſuch a reaſonable diſtance from them, as that 
they and their Families might without great difficulty 
thereunto reſort ; It has been thought neceflary to 
paſs two Temporary-Acts of Parliament, the former 
in the Reign of King Charles the Second, and the 
latter in that of His Preſent Majeſty, for the real 
Unon and Diviſion of Pariſhes. The firſt of theſe 
Acts is long ſince Expired ; And the other, if not 


Re enacted, will be ſo, on the 24th Day of June, 987, 
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able Provifion and Maintainance: And how can we 
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But whoever conſiders the unſettled condition of a 
very great part of this Kingdom, will ſoon find that 


the well-doing of what theſe Laws were made for, 
muſt of neceſſity be a Work of great Time; And 
conſequently that an Act, which is to continue in 
force but for a few Years, can contribute very little 


toward the compleating of it. And therefore if this 


ſame, or ſome ſuch Act were made perpetual ; To 


the intent that the Power therein given, may be 


made uſe of from time to time, As the rem̃oter Parts 
of the Country may come to be better Planted than 


now they are, or for many Years, it may be, are like 
to be; I muſt own, I can ſee no manner of inconve- 
nience which from thence could ariſe, but what might 
eaſily before hand be prevented, by inſerting 4 Clauſe 


or two in the Act, in caſe that the Wiſdom of the 


Nation ſhould think fit to propoſe the renewing and 
for ever continuing of it, And His Majeſty ſhould 
vouchſafe to give His Royal-Aﬀent thereunto _ 

In the mean time, The very deſign of what I am 


now about ſeems to require, that I ſhould recommend 


it to all Eccleſiaſtical-Perſons, who have any Rectories 
or Tithes appropriated to their reſpective Dignities 
or Benefices without Cure, that while this preſent Act 
remains in force, they fliould not forget to make uſe 


of the Power thereby given them, to make ſome com- 


— and laſting Proviſion for the Cures of thoſe 
ariſhes, from whence they receive ſo much Profit. 


For if the Tithes were originally given to God, ra- 
ther than to Man, for this very end and purpoſe, 
that the reſpective Cures of Souls might be the better 


ſupported, and the ſeveral Incumbents enabled to give 


Charitable-Relief to the Poor (which is what I be- 
lieve no Man will deny.) It muſt certainly be an 
abuſe, and a manifeſt peryerting of the pious intent 


of the firſt Donors, ſo to convert thoſe ſame Tithes 


to any other uſe whatſoever, as to deprive him who 


fabours in the Cure, of a reaſonable and proportion- 


find 
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And Proteſtant Schodls, 1 
find fault with Lay-Impropriators for ſwallowing the 
Clergy's Maintainance, if we by unreaſonable Appro- 
priations do in effect the very ſame thing 2 For ſurely 


our Ecclefiaſtical-Revenues were never intended to be 


given to us barely, becauſe Hands haye been laid up- 
on us, of becauſe we wear a particular fort of Habit 
to diſtinguiſh us from other Men; But only in conſi- 


| deration of the Labour and Pains which we are ſup- 


poſed to take in Guiding and Conducting thoſe Souls 
to Heaven, whiek here upon Earth are put under our 
Care, and at the ſame time fo enable us to do much 
good in the World. And tho' in proceſs of time, a 
way was found out to ſubſtract ſome part of the 
maintainance from Benefices with Cure, and therewith 
to erect diſtinct Benefices, which are commonly called 


| Sine-Cures ; yet, either we mult look upon this as a 
- palpable Corruption of the pious deſign of thoſe who - 


rſt endowed the Clergy with theſe Revenues ; or 


elſe the only juſtifiable intent of theſe Sine-Cures muſt 
be the augmenting the maintainance, in ſome places 


where the Cure is great and laborious, and the Income 


no way anſwerable ; or the ſupporting a Man in his 
old Age, or in Sickneſs, who has ſpent his Youth and 
Strength in the Churches-Service ; or the maintain- 


ing a hopeful young Man, for a while, in a quiet Re- 


tirement, that he may, by diligent Study, the better 


| qualifie himſelf, in due time, to take the charge of Souls 


upon him : And whoever accepts of, and enjoys even 
a Sine-Cure, (and much more a Benefice with Cure) 
without a ſerious deſign of ſome way or other, there- 
by promoting the Service of God and his Church, 
for which all the Eccleſiaſtieal-Revenues were un- 
doubtedly at firſt given, ought well to conſider what 


account he ſhall be able to give of his Steward-ſhip, 


when in the laſt great Day it ſhall be required of him: 


Human Laws may indeed bear him out in this World; 


But there is 4 Superior and much more exact Law, 
by which in that Day we muſt all be Tryed; And 
then it will be ſtrictly and impartially enquired with

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16 Laws for the Clergy's Reſidenc, 
what conſcience he could take to himſelf the hire of 
the Labourer (As our Bleſſed Saviour calls the tempa- 
ral Support that is given to his Miniſters, Luk. 10. 7.)

But to return from this Digreffion, In the Aenth 
Year of King Wiliam the Third, of Glorious Memory 
(Chap. 6.) An A# was Paſſed to enrourage building of 
Houſes, and making other Improvements on Church- Lands, 
and to prevent Dilapidations ; By which it is Provided | 
and Enacted, Amongſt other things 
That if any Eccleſiaſtical Perſon had then already, 
fince the Year 1699 : or ſhould , thereafter make, 
build, erect, add to, or repair any Houie, Out-houſe, 
Garden, Orchard, or any other neceſſary improvement,

on his Demeſne, Glebe, or Menſal-Land, or on any o- 
ther Land in his Poſſeſſion, belonging to his Church, 
which from thenceforth ſhould be deemed arid taken 
to be part of his Demeſne Glebe, or Menſal Land 
(Neceflary Annual repairs only Excepted) upon a pro- | 
per Certificate (to be taken out and Regiſtred, As 
in the AQ is mentioned) that the ſame is fit and con- 
venient for the Reſidence and Habitation of him and 
his Succeſſours, He ſhall be entitled to two thirds of 
his money expended, to be paid to him or his Exe- 
cutors by his next immediate Succeſſor, which Suc- 
ceſſour is alſo entitled to one half of what he ſhall fo 
pay, to be repaid to him or his Executors by his im- 
mediate Succeſſor.

In the ſame Act alſo there is a ſtrong Clauſe inſer- 


ted to oblige all Incumbents and their Executors, to

And it is made unlawful for any ſuch Perſon to 
alien or ſet his Manſion-houſe or Glebe for any long- 
er term than one Year. Which Clauſe was undoubtedly 
inſerted with this view, that no Incumbent by ſet- 
ting his Houſe or Glebe during his Incumbency, or 


for any other conſiderable term, might be hindred ei- 
ther from Reſidence, or from Building or Improving 


in order to the Reſidence of himſelf or his Succeſſors: 


For which reaſon all ſuch Leaſes and Contracts for 


more than one Year are made Nu and Void, to all In- 
tents and Purpoſes whatſoever. | | 


In the ſecond Year of her late V ajeſty Queen Anne, 


A. A was paſſed for the Exchange of Glebes belong- 
ing to Churches, Seſs: 1: Chap: 10: By which it is 


made Lawful for Rectors, Vicars, and other Perſoris 
having Cure of Souls, to Exchange their Glebes; if 
lying at too great a Diſtance from their Reſpective 
Pariſh- Churches, for Lands of equal Value, lying 
near and convenient for the Reſidence of the Incum- 
bent, Which Exchange may be made with any 
Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, or other Perſon; And the method of 
doing it in ſuch manner as that all fraud may be pre- 
vented, is at large ſet down and Preſcribed.

The faid Letters Patents are, by this Act, Con- 


firmed and made of full Force and Virtue in |

that a Law of this Nature were made perpetual. 
When Age, Sickneſs, or any other lawful Impedi- 
ment debars the Incumbent of an Eccleſiaſtical Benefice 
with Cure, from attending his own Duty in Perſon, 
He is obliged to find a Sufficient and well Qualified 
Curate to perform that Office, for the Performance 
of which he himſelf, at preſent, is ſuppoſed to be 
Incapacitated. And that ſuch Curate may have a 
reaſonable Subſiſtance, without which it is impoſſible 
that he ſhould ever well go through with his Duty 3 
An Af was paſſed in the Sixth Year of His preſent 
Majeſty, for the better Maintainance of Curates within 
the Church of Ireland (Chap : 13 :) By which a Power 
is given to the Biſhop or Ordinary of each Dioceſe, 
with regard to the Greatneſs of the Cure, and the 
Value of the Eccleſiaſtical Benefices of the Incumbent, 
to-aſcertain the Yearly ſtipend of ſuch Curate ; Pro- 
vided that the ſame ſhall not exceed Fifty Pounds 
per Annum, nor be leſs thai Twenty 

And upon this Occaſion, I cannot but again lament 


the great want of Glebes in many Country-Pariſhes. 


Where a Pariſh-Chutrch is Endowed with a Glebe, and 
Tolerable Honſe upon it, the Incumbent, if Non- 
Reſident, commonly either ſets them, to the Curate 
at an eaſy Rent, or otherwiſe affords him the conveni- 
ence of Reſiding where he may live with the leaſt ex- 
pence, and be the readier at hand, upon all Occaſions 
for the performance of his Duty. But where theſe 
onyenienctes are wanting, the poor Curate for the moſt 


part is compelled, at a dear rate, to take a Houſe or 


Lodging, it may be at a great diſtance from the Church 
here he is to ſerve, from whence he has perhaps 
our or five miles (And in ſome cafes more) to ride 
very Lord's day for the Performance of Divine Ser-

vice, and all the reſt of the week has ſcarce an oppor- 
tunity of ſeeing or converſing with any of the Pa-

In Pariſhes therefore where the Curates are at ſo 
great Expence and Trouble, The Biſhop ſure will not 
be thought to Reward the Labourer beyond his merit, | 


ſhould he appoint him for his Maintainance the very 
utmoſt Stipend which this Act Allows. Or if the 
Wiſdom of the Legiſlature had thought fit to have 


given the Bithop a Power of extending this Allowance | 
to one third part of the Yearly Profits of the Bene- 


fice, it would perhaps have been no more than what 


the Greatneſs of the Cure, and the Deſerts as well | 
as Neceſſities of the Curate, do often make highly rea- 
ſonable. The Act indeed (being moſt of it a Tranſcript | 
of the like paſſed in Great Britain) extends only to MW.

By which not only all ſach Leaſes which Mi 
for the time to come ſhall be made for any longer 
term than Incumbency, are made void as to the Suc- 
ceſſor, but alſo all other Leaſes to be made by any 
Dignitary, Prebendary, or other Eccleſiaſtical- Perſon, 
being Rector of a Pariſh, of the Tithes of his reſpe- il 
ctive Dignity, Prebend, or Rectory, even where there 
is a Vicarage endowed, from and after the ſixteenth 
Day of Auguſt 1719, for longer time than his own |

By the Act that was paſſed in the Second Year of 
Queen Ame; for the Exchange of Glebes belonging to 
Churches (of which T have already made mention) 
Power is given to Eccleſiaſtical-Perſons, having Cure 
of Souls, to exchange their Glebes, if lying at too 
great a diſtance from the reſpective Pariſh-Church, for 
Lands of equal value lying nearer, and more conveni- | 
nient for Reſidence. Now altho' the Members of 
Cathedral-Churches are not, in the Eye of the Law, ac- | 
counted to have Cure of Souls ; yet every Man ſure 
will allow, that it contributes not a little to the pro- 
moting of true Religion, that thoſe Mother-Charches 
ſhould be well Attended, and the Service of God (eſ- 
pecially upon every Lord's-Day) duly performed in

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By which Power is given to Arch biſnops, Biſhops,

to their Cathedral-Churches, in like manner as by the

The Act alſo gives the ſame Perſons Power, with 
the conſent of the Government and Privy-Council,

ſal, for ever ſo to remain; for the reſpective uſe of

In An Act that was paſſed in the Ninth Year of 


King William the Third (Chap: 30) to hinder the Re.

Muſt we then for ever only talk of Exgliſp Schools, 
and blame the Pariſh-Miniſters for not ſetting them 
up in abundance of Places, where (As matters at pre- 
ſent are) the thing is plainly impracticable 2 Or what 
is to be done to give ſome Life to them where they 
are moſt wanting, and to reap that Benefit to the

Pariſh, and their Succeflors for ever, of any quantity 


of their Land, not exceeding two Acres; and for 
every other Eccleſiaſtical-Perſon, not exceeding one 
Acre, for the uſe of a reſident Proteſtant School- 


Maſter, to Teach the Exgliſp Tongue, from time to 
time to be nominated by the Perſon making ſuch a 
Grant and his Succeflors, and Licenced by the Arch- 
Biſhop or Biſhop of the Dioceſe reſpectively. 
If the Reader deſires to be more fully informed of 


the particulars of any of theſe Laws, of which I have 


here given him the general deſign ; It is moſt eaſy 
for him to have recourſe to the ſeveral Statutes and

reaſon, I. have not tranſcribed the Words at large; 
neither was I willing unneceſſarily to ſwell the bulk 
of my Diſcourſe ; which already is longer than I 
thought it would be.

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H E Defign of this Appendix, being only to ſhew 
1 how the Fund of Fir/f-Fruits ſettled in the hands 
of Truſtees by her late Majeſty Queen Anne, and His 
Preſent Majeſty King George, has hitherto been mana- 
ged and applyed to the uſe for which it was given; 
There will be no Neceſſity of troubling the Reader 
with a large Hiſtorical Account of ſuch things as are 


already ſufficiently known to all who are but a little 


Converſant in the Affairs of our Church. 

It may Suffice to know that, As the Law ſtood in 
the former part of the Reign of her late Majeſty, every 
Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, Dean, Arch- Deacon, Dignitary, 


Prebendary, Rector and Vicar, at his firſt coming in. 
to ſuch his Eccleſiaſtical Promotion or Benefice re- 
ſpectively, was Obliged within a certain time, to pay 


to the Crown one Years Value of ſuch his Promotion 
or Benefice, not according to the real worth of it at 
that time; but according to a Taxation long before 


made and lying upon Record ; ſaving only and ex- 
cepting ſuch Reftories and Vicarages as in the ſaid 


Taxation, were under ſuch a certain Value. And 
this Years Value ſo to be paid, was called by the 
name of Firſt-Fruits. ES TOE 
Moreover, Every ſuch Promotion and Benefice ſtood 


table to the Yearly Payment of one twentieth part 


of what it was Valued at in the above-mentioned 
Taxation, excepting only the Firſt Year of Incum- 
bency, for which the Firſt- Fruits were ſuppoſed 
to be paid; And this Yearly Payment was uſu- 
ally called by no other Name but the twentieth 
Parts. .

Her late Majeſty Queen Anne, taking into her 
Princely Conſideration the low Condition of this poor 
Church of Ireland, the ſmallneſs of the maintainance

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chial-Clergy, together with the Difficulty or rather 
Impoſlibility of their refiding upon their reſpective 
Cures for want of Glebes; and the ruinous ſtate of 
moſt of the Pariſn- Churches, in the Country-Pariſhes, 
which the Inhabitants, by reaſon of their Poverty, are 
not able (Generally ſpeaking) to rebuild; was plea ſed, 
by her Letters Patents bearing date the Seventh day 
of February in the Tenth Year of her Reign for her 
ſelf and her Succeſſors, to give and grant unto cer- 
tain Truſtees in the ſaid Letters Patents named or 
mentioned, all and all manner of Firſt-Fruits, Pay- 
-e able out of all Ecclefiaſtical Promotions and ge.

expedient, to the building and repairing of Churches, 
the Purchaſing of Glebes where they are wanting, 
and of Impropriations, W here-ever the Benefice is not

Patents are, ratified and confirmed by an Act of Parlia-
